NEWS FROM ORIENT TODAY BAD 


AND LITTLE HOPE REMAINS FOR 


SAVING KEY ISLAND OF JAVA

The news from the Orient today 


Is bad, and barring the snatching 
of a rabbit from the hat, there is 
little to encourage hope of salvag- 
ing the key island of Java from 
the wreckage which the Japanese 
are making of allied holdings In 
the Southwest Pacific. 


However, this trend has been ful- 


ly expected and should cause no 
despair. 
Our turn will come as 


soon as we get our war-machine 
running In top. 


The Japs have 
landed 
more 


troops to increase their superiori- 
ty over the allied forces, which in- 
clude Americans. Fighting Is rag- 
ing throughout the Island with the 
result, It seems to me, that the 
defenie 
must 
be encountering 


grave difficulty in conducting mil- 
itary operations because of 
the 


density of the population, which Is 
one of the most closely packed In 
the world. 


The long, slim Island of Java, 


with an area 'about that of Ala- 
bama, has within its narrow con- 
flnei 45,000,000 people, or 
about 


third the population of the 


whole United States. 
You wont 
have forgotten the tragedy of Bel- 
glum during Hitler's bloody blitz- 
krieg of early 1940, when civilians 
In frenzied flight so Jammed the 
highways that the military were 
rendered helpless in the face of 
the enemy. 


If this last remaining barrier to 


the 
Indian 
Ocean 
succumbs, 


where will the Japs strike next? 
For one thing they may be ex- 
pected to pursua vigorously their 
effort to conquer Burma, where 
they continue to 
forge 
ahead. 


This Is a strategic territory which 
affords at once controls to the 
gateway to China's serpentine Bur- 
ma Road and affords a base for 
an attack on India. 


Should Burma fall, It's 
likely 


that the Nipponese will try to take 
qver the vast Indian empire which 
they have coveted so long. Much 
must depend, of course, on how 
quickly the United States and the 
other allies can muster sufficient 
strength for an offensive In the 
Western Pacific. An early attack

The concussion was felt at Fort 


Madison, Iowa, twenty miles away. 
Sleeping Burlington citizens were 


awakened by the noise and all fire 
department equipment and city am- 
mlances were rushed to the scene. 


"Ambulances screamed 
through 
he streets all night," one newspa- 
>er man said. 
Officials said an army Investi- 
gating board was 
scheduled 
to 


eave Washington for Burlington 
oday. 
A similar board Inquired 
nto the first blast but Its report 
vas not made public. 
The disaster occurred at approx- 
mately 11:50 p. m. (CWT) when 
shifts were being changed, Police 
Sergeant Hurley Eland reported. 
About fifty men were In the build- 
ng on the No. 3 production line, 
lie said. 


Col. Otto M. Jank, commanding 


officer, said he had "no Idea M to 
the cause of the blast at the pres- 
ent time." 


"We are Investigating and as- 
sembling Information

said. "We don't know very much 
yet and we are trying to sift It 
out." 
Colonel Jank said other produc- 
tion lines continued operations and 
the explosion would not Interfere 
greatly with operation of the plant 
save for the production line con* 
cerned.

Rubber Deficit Indicated. 


Henderson submitted to the com- 


mittee an analysis of the estimat- 
ed rubber supply and requirements 
for all of the United Nations com 
puted on Feb. 7, which

eave a net deficit of 468,000 tons 
by the end of 1943. 
'It obviously isn't possible," Hen 


derson said, "in converting crud 
rubber into military equipment to 
operate out of a deficit." 
At the outset, Henderson 
sale 
ihat none of the statistics which 
is would submit on requirement] 
would include any allowance for 
America's 30,000,000 passenger cars 
which would mean that the esti- 
mated deficit at the end of 1943 
would occur even without new tire 
production. 
Henderson said the Feb. 7 esti- 
mate was that 434,000 tons of new 
crude rubber would be available 
for the United Nations during this 
year and 25,000 tons of synthetic 
rubber for a total of 459,000 tons. . 
Requirements for 1942 were esti- 


mated at 847,000 tons for the non- 
axis world."
